MADISON MAN MISSING 





Joe Nellis Not Seen Since 
Shortly After Quarrel 
in Saloon. 





VERDIOT NAMES PLESE 
Recommends That Authorities 
Seek Further Facts Re- 
garding Him. 





Traces of lime on the body taken 
headless from a pool behind a Madi- 
gon saloon, and on the clothing, are re- 
garded by Dr. W. H. Grayson and Cor- 
oner Streeper as indicating that the 
lime was used in the hope of destroying 
the body. They thus brand as a murder 
thé second mysterious violent death 
which has developed in Madison within 
a week. 

Dr. Grayson, who appeared before the 
Coroner's jury after examining the 
body and the head, found later in the 
pool, stakes his professional reputation 
on the statement ‘that the lime was 
placed on the body before it was thrown 
into the pool. He believes it was 


_Smeared on the face and hands and 
slapped On the clothing in soft lumps. 


He also believes that a rope, with 
weight attached, was around the neck, 
and that the ime ate off the neck, sev- 
ering the head. 

The inquest jalso developed the fact 
that Joe Nellis, who had part in a fight 
in Plese's saloon and is said to have 
slapped the saloon keeper's daughter, 
has since been/missing. His description 


resembles that jof the body.

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The Coroner’s jury was: Foreman, 
Leteher Owsley; George I. Smith, B. J. 
Walter, 'T. F. Reilly, Robert Henderson 
and William Street. 

In their presence Coroner Streeper ex- 
amined the body and the clothing found 
on it. Dr. W. H. Grayson, an experi- 
enced practitioner, told the jury after 
examining the body: 

‘The bones of the leg show this man 
was between 25 and 30 years old. He 
was 5 feet 8 inches and weigheu 
well in proportion to his height. 


Death Might Be Recent. 
‘“T am absolutely certain the body: was 
packed in lime. The flesh is full of lime. 
This could not be a case of lime getting 


on the body by chance. It was put 
there with the body. 

‘How long would it take for the lime 
to have the effect noticeable in this 
case?’’ he was asked. 

“It might take only three or 
days,’ said the physician. The lime 
would cremate the dy and. leave it 
about as it is now. But I think the 
body was sunk longer than that time. 
The man may have been dead six 
months."’ 

Coroner Streeper, before he had ad- 
vantage of Dr. Grayson’'s conclusions, 
made this unqualified statement: 

‘“T have no doubt the body was 
buried in lime. It was evidently 
packed in lime by the murderer.’’: The 
almost total lack of odor. shows. the 
presence of lime in large quantities. 
They could make. theirg deductions 
from that if the lime were not al- 
ready very apparent to the eye. 


Girl of 15 Tends Bar. 


Following the statement of the’ex- 
pert, the taking of testimony of wit- 
nesses in the inquest began. tn 

Annie Plese, .the saloon. keeper's 
daughter, was called first. In answer 


to questions of Foreman Owsley, she 
said she was 15 years old and tends 
bar sometimes for her father. 

Last November, she said, 20 men 
made trouble in the saloon when her 
father was in Indianapolis. One of 
them slapped her face. Her father’s 
friends in the place did not protect 
her, and the men walked out and fired 
a shot back at the_ saloon. They 
struck her mother before going. 

In the testimony the girl spoke about 
Milo Clinton, who then lived near the 
saloon, who was said to have been one 
of the party who make the disturbance. 

“Did ‘you ever see Milo after that 
night?” she was asked. 

‘‘He came in the saloon sometimes,”’ 
she said. | 

Anton Plese was sworn. Although he 
can make himself understood in English 
fairly well, he insisted upon having om 
of his boarders act as interpreter, The 
latter solemnly assur the jury he 
could not say any@fiing that was 
‘‘wrong.”’ 

When questions were asked of the 
interpreter, to be interpreted to Plese, 
the interpreter usually answered them 
himself. 

Through this interpreter Plese told of 
the number of boarders, and how they 
came and went.

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SEMATE DEFEAT 
ATH COMMANDMENT 


Offered as Amendment to Rate 
Bill and Is Voted 
~~ Down. 


Special to the Post-Dispatcs. 
WASHINGTON, May 17.—In the mist 
of its other trials and tribulations the 


Senate has shown to an amazed world 
that .it, collectively. does not. know 
the Tenth Conimandment from. the 
fourth. More than that, the Senate 
stolidly voted against the Fourth 
Commandment as an amendment to 
the rate bill. 

The Fourth Commandment was the 
last amendment offered before’ the 
rate bill Was pronounced completed 
So far as the Senate, acting in Com- 
mittee of the Whole, was coneerned. 
It was proposed by Mr. McLaurin of 
Mississippi, who had completed an 
earnest plea for a long and short haul 
provision in the bill. 

“I suppose,” said Mr. McLaurin in 
disgust, as his amendment was de- 
feated, “that this Republican Senate 
would vote down the Lord's Prayer 
if offered as an amendment.” 

Mr. McLaurin said he would give 
the Senate an opportunity in this di- 
rection, as he would propose a por- 
tion of the Tenth.Commandment as 
an amendment. He submitted an 
amendment prohibiting the running 
of all trains engaged in _ interstate 
commerce between the hours of sun- 
rise and sunset on the Sabbath day. 
Repeating again that this was besed 
On a portion of. the Tenth Comm 8nd- 
ment, Mr. MeLaurin read several 
verses from the twentieth chapter of 
Exodus, in which work of all kind 
was forbidden on the Sabbath day. 

“IT want every Senator to realize,” 
said Mr. McLaurin, “that in casting a 
negative vote he is voting against the 
Tenth Commandment—remember the 
Sabbath day. to keep it holy.” § Mr. 
McLayrin said that he desired ayea 
and nay vote on this proposition in 
order that every Senator might go on 





It became apparent that not one 
membep-of the United States Senate is 
familiar with the Commandments. No 
one disputed Mr. McLaurin’s repeated 
assertion that he was dealing with 
the Tenth Commandment, whereas 
his provision was applicable to the 
Fourth Commandment. 

Several Senators made inquiries as 
to whether the running of trains on 
Sunday violated the Commandments 
and Mr. McLaurin replied: “That is 
what Moses said, and I want to give 
Moses a fair chance.” The amend- 
ment was rejected without a division.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., May 17.—Re- 
ports that Alexander J. Cassatt | ge de- 
termined to resign the presidency of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Co., in conse- 
quence of the disclosures in the railroad 
and coal mines investigation, yesterday 
reached the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, 

It is said. that before leaving for 
Europe last week Mr. Cassatt told some 
of his closest personal friends that he 
has been grossly deceived by his sub- 
ordinates concérning the actual actS and 
conditions in. the management of the 
company. He had relied upon state- 
ments made to him which, in the light 
of recent developments, have proved 
false. 

It appears that at the conference held

the Pennsylvania Railroad, having had 
placed before him all the evidenee of 
discrimination and crookedness, said but 
one course was open That was, he said,

had bougnt favors. in this way by ju-

He said that through J. R. McGinley 
of Pitisburg, Robert Pitcairn, now as- 
sistant to the president of the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad and formerly connect- 
ed with the Pittsburg division, had re- 
ce®&ved an offer of 500 shares of stock in 
the Jamison company. Mr. Pitcairn did 
not want the stock, however, and the 
witness had bought it batek from him 
for 5000. He had been told by Mr. Me- 
tinley that Mr. Pitcairn said he pre- 
ferred the money to the stock. 

“Why was this stock offered to Mr. 
Pitcairn?’ the witness was asked. 

“T believe Mr. McGinley considered 
him a good man to have in the com- 
pany because of his railroad connec- 
tions;”’ replied Mr. Jamison. 

The witness was asked if he held any 
stock in trust. He replied there were 
400 shares in his name which belonged 
equally to Edward Pitcairn, trainmas- 
ter of the Pittsburg division, and R. L.

Who’s Afraid? 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

I will be surprised if you print this 

article for it contains the solution of 
the question at issue, and it is my can- 
did opinion that the big newspapers are 
not seriously looking for the solution. 
However, I hope that I may be migtak- 
en, at least in so far as the Post-Dis- 
patch is concerned. 
According to your last Sunday's edit- 
orial, “‘the whole problem” is that every 
individual may have free and full op- 
portunity and may be protected in the 
fruits of his labor.’’ 


The only solution of the problem 
above stated is the conformation of our 
money system to the principle of equal 
rights—the basic principle of our gov- 
ernment—in the only way in which it 
can be conformed “thereto, namely, by 
making labor the standard of value. 
In order to establish the labor stand- 
ard of value, and thus guarantee to al! 
citizens who desire it, an opportunity 
to labor and enjoy the full fruits of 
their labor, it will not be necessary to 
abolish private property nor prohibit 
either individual or corporate industry; 
it will only be necessary for the govern- 
ment to acquire, by purchase, suitable 
and sufficient lands and facilities for 
the purpose and establish a complete 
syetem of production and distribution 
of such proportions as will accommodate 
every citizen willing to serve, each in 
that capacity for which he or she 
may be best fitted, as many hours a day 
as may be necessary to produce, in the 
aggregate, an abundance of the va- 
pain forms of wealth and perform the 
numerous services required by the citi- 
zens thus serving and those depending 
upon them, and pay every citizen in the 
service $1 for each hours service, said 
dollar to be redeemed by the govern- 
ment in food, clothing and shelter, or in 
any form of Wealth or service at the 





government's disposal. 
This is not Socialism, for it does not 





promote the abolition of private pro- 
perty nor the prohibition of individual 
industry. Nor is it confiscation, for it 
proposes that the lands and facilities 
acquired shall be paid for. It is not 
despotism, for it does not propose to 
compel anyone to serve who is not 
willing to do so. 

lt is simply a proposition to really do 
what should have been done long ago 
— a proposition to conform our national 
account-keeping system to the funda- 
mental principle of our government, in 
the only way in which it can be done 
that is, by making labor, the only thing 
which‘ every citizen has to offer, the 


standard of value.

When the Federal and immigration 
authorities began an investigation some 
time ago fnto the case of Lee Ling, a 
young Chinaman against whom the 
charge of violating the immigration 
laws is to be heard Thursday afternoon, 
before Unfted States Commissioner 


Chase Morsey, a startling scheme of 
fraud, participated in, it is said, even 
by Government authorities in Washing- 
ton, was revealed. There is not much 
doubt that, with the evidence against 
him, Ling will be deported. ‘ 

The fraud les in counterfeit certifi- 
cates issued to Chinamen entitling them 
to remain in America. 

A certificate issued years ago to Chi- 
namen who have since died or gone 
back to China to remain is so changed 
that it appears to have been granted to 
the Chinaman who possesses it when 
the authorities demand the presentation 
of this certificate. Acid is used to erase 
the name of the older Chinaman, the 
name of the younger is substituted and 
the younger Chinaman’s picture _is sub- 
stituted for the photograph of the man 
to whom the certificate was originally 
issued. 

Upon the arrest of Lee Ling several 
weeks ago by immigration authorities 
and after his hearing before Commis- 
sioner Morsey, when he exhibited his 
certificate, Assistant United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Horace Dyer and Immi- 
gration inspectors began an investiga- 
tion, believing that the certificate was 
fraudulent. 


Photographs Changed. 


Charles Key, the Chinaman allied with 
the Immigration Bureau and versed in 
the English language, has done much 
to aid the Federal authorities in such 


cases and he was chosen to g0 to 
Washington to look into the Lee Ling 
case, as the certificates are issued there. 

‘A numbered stub is kept on file in 
Washington, supposedly corresponding 
in every detail to the certificate kept for 
inspection by the Chinaman to whom it 
is issued. Photographs are on the orig- 
inal certificate and on the stub as well. 

Upon investigation it was found that 
the number on the certificate produced 
by Lee Ling had a counterpart in Wash- 
ington, but the stub there contained the 
name of a Chinaman 6& years old, 
whereas Lee Ling's certificate states 
that he is the man to whom the right 
to remain in the United States was 
granted and that he is 20 years of age. 
The older Chinaman’s photograph is on 
the stub while a good likeness of Lee 
Ling is on the certificate he produced. 

Digging into the case further, @harley 
Key and others who were investigating 
returned to St. Louis and reported to 
the immigration authorities and to Dyer, 
who prosecutes the cases at the instance 
of the Government, that acid had been 
used to erase the name originally on the 
certificate. 

Government Seal Used. 


The photograph of the older Chinaman 
had been removed from the certificate 
held by Lee Ling and the latter's pic- 
ture substituted after his pame and age 
had replaced that of th@ older man. 
Acid marks are visible when the paper 
is held in the right position to the light. 

The most startling discovery made was 
that the seal of the United States Gov- 
ernment had been affixed a second time 
after Lee Ling’s photograph and name. 
and age had been substituted, showing, 
Dyer says, that some official who has 
access to the seal was in the fraud. 
Charley Key will leave for Washington 
after Lee Ling’s trial is finistred, and 
further investigations are on foot. 

The names of Government officials be. 
ing watched are withheld until District 
Attorney Dyer and his assistants can 
learn more of the facts in the fraud and 
decide what action will be taken, 

Chinamen are said to purchase the 
fake certificates from men of their own 
race who are allied with men in Wash- 
inston. 

lt is said that hundreds of Chinamen 
in St. Louis and all the other large cit- 
ies in the United States have certificates 
of this kind. 
~The two photographs are to be used 
in the trial of Lee Ling Thursday. and 
will then be held as evidence in further 
investigations by Government officials.

WASHINGTON, May 17.—Secretary 
Shaw neglected to label as a joke his 
statement that officers of the army 
and navy have been court martialed 
for having ideas.

But he aimed 
too high, and he will never joke with 
the army and navy again. 

Army and Navy Indignant. 

The Secretary has been roundly de- 
nounced in army and navy circles for 
his statement that a man in the army 
or navy with an idea was courtmar- 
tialed, and that the military service 
paralyzed individual effort. None of 
the officers of either branch of the 
service would permit themselves pub- 
licly to criticize’a member of the Cab- 
inet, but they did not hesitate to say 
Py eately that Secretary Shaw is bad-

made his unjust charge against the 
army and navy.

WIFE ATTACKS 
HEA DEFENDERS 


Young Men Whip Her Husband 
in Crowd on Olive 
Street. 





HE WAS BEATING HER 








When Passers-by Intervene She 
Scratches Their Faces 
and Hands. 


This is a story without names.. It has 
an al fresco setting. The scene is 
the corner of Twelfth and Olive streets; 
the time about 10 p. m. Wednesday. The 
principals were a wife-beater, the wife 
and two young men. The audience was 
composed of shopkeepers from the vi- 
cinity and roller skaters coming from 
the Exposition Building. 

The little play was very quick in ac- 
tion, its three acts taking less than 
a quarter of an hour. 

Mr. Wife-beater and his wife were 
walking west along Olive street. Every 
once in a while he emphasized his words 
to his helpmeet with a dig in the side 
or a slap in the face. Loud words and 
an occasional blow of the fist also 
helped. 

A crowd gathered and followed the 
pair as they quarreled. Occasionally 
an onlooker demanded that the man 
let the wife alone, but this was only 
met by a glare from the man, fol- 
lowed by a threatening movement of 
the fist as if ready for a fight, and the 
forward onlooker usually shut up. 
Thus passed act No. 1. 

Act No. 2 had its setting at the cor- 
ner of the alley just west of Twelfth 
street. The pair was forced to stop 
here by the crowd, which almost 
hemmed them in. The two young men 
also make their appearance. They 
were walking along Olive street and 
stopped to see what the trouble was. 

Mr. Wifebeater, encouraged by the 
unresisting attitude of the woman 
and noninterference of the crowd, of- 
fered to whip any one or two men in 
the crowd. 

Act No. 3 is full of strenuousness. Mr. 
Wife-beater, to show his pugnacity and 
valor, made a wild lunge into the crowd, 
with the result that the sidewalk was 
cleared in the twinkling of an eye. The 
only three persons left in his way were 
the two young men and his wife. 

Apparently he had done all that he 
could for his wife. He struck with his 
right for the head of one of the young

hen a wild scramble took place. That 
first lunge the man made was the only 
blow of the fight he delivered. He was 
quickly downed by the two young men, 
who pommeled him about the face and 
head. 
Beaten Wife Interferes. 


The crowd reassembled and such 
cries as ‘Serves him right, “Give it 
to him good” and “Give them room” 
filled the air, giving encouragement 
to the combatants. 

At this stage the woman reappeared 
in the case. With cries of “O, Frank, 
run away,” “Let me get at them,” 
she dashed at the three men, who 
were wrestling on the sidewalk, the 
two young men sitting astride Mr. 
Wifebeater.
